EXPLANATION OF THE VOCATIONAL ANALYSIS CARD 


We have long felt the need of a vocational report card. The 
bases-of grading in the academic and vocational fields are not the 
same. In the past report cards have been dominated by the academic 
marks and character rating even though the child may have been 
a vocational student. Hence, we feel that you have not been receiv- 
ing a completely fair report of your child’s school standing. We 
hope that our vocational analysis. will correct this. 

We have departed from the usual type of report in that we have 
tried to give you a word-picture of your son’s rating in his par- 
ticular vocation. The items in the left column are what the vocational 
teachers of this school think to be of vital importance to vocational 
success. The adjoining columns contain gradations of each of these 
items. The check mark shows where your son rates as measured 
by ‘his teacher. 

The letter grade in the lower right hand portion of the paper is 
the teacher’s general conclusion as a result of the checks made above. 
A—Excellent; B—Very good; C—Good; D—Fair; F—Failure.
